Indianapolis, Dec. 30.— The thirty- 
eight labor union officials convicted of 
conspiracy and of promoting the Mc-

terms 
ranging 
from 
any minimum to a possible maximum 
of thirty-nine and one-half years. 
From their temporary cells in the 
oounty jail the prisoners, handcuffed 
between deputy marshals, were taken 
before Federal Judge Albert B. Ander­ 
son at IO a. rn. 
Meantime 
United 
States 
Marshal 
Edward Schm idt has arranged for a 
s p it a l train to 
leave by 
a secret 
rout* for the federal prison at leaven- 
worth. Kan. To prevent possible dem­ 
onstrations on the way to Leaven­ 
worth no details as to time of the 
departure are to be announced, but it 
is known the train is to he ready to 
start as soon as possible after the 
court pronounces judgment upon the 
thirty-eight men. 
Motions for setting aside the ver­ 
dicts and argument may delay the im­ 
posing of 
sentences until 
Tuesday. 
District Attorney Charles W . M iller 
first asked for judgments on the ver­ 
dicts and the motions for setting them 
aside may require a full day’s session. ; 
The entire responsibility for fixing 
the amount of the punishment rests j 
with the court. 
As each of the men i 
were adjudged guilty on all the of­ 
fenses charged, there being one of­ 
fense carrying a maximum imprison­ 
ment of two years and twenty-five 
offenses each 
carrying a maximum 
punishment of eighteen months, the 
court may in its discretion impose 
any penalty up to thirty-nine and one- 
half years imprisonment. 
“ Any m ini­ 
mum’’ also leaves the court the right 
to give liberty to any prisoner by sus­ 
pending sentence, or a money fine 
may be imposed.

Labor and Demand a Minimum Wage. 


New York, Dec. 3n.— On. 
hundred 
and fifty thousand men, women and 
children employed in the men s cloth­ 
ing Industries in this city were or­ 
dered on strike by the local executive 
committee of the United Male Garm ent 
W orkers of Am erica at a meeting. 
Four thousand shops are affected. 
Crowds 
of workers 
thronged the 
street outside the building where the 
meeting was held and cheered when 
the strike decision was read to them. 
Hundreds of persons were prevented 
by the police from parading through 
the East Side to show their approval 
of the order. 
The national executive committee 
later 
gave 
its endorsement to 
the 
strike and voted to place T. A. Rickert 
of Chicago, chairman, at its head. 
No 
announcement was made whether the 
presence of practically all of the na­ 
tional committee 
was an indication 
that the strike would be extended to 
other cities. 
Fifty national organizers were ap­ 
pointed as aides to National Chair­ 
man Rickert and it w ?s announced 
that 1,000 pickets would be scattered 
about the city to intercept workers 
not obeying the strike order. 
A committee of 1,000 under Abraham 
Cahan, editor of Forward, a Jew ish 
daily newspaper, will w-ork with the 
national chairm an.

At one time it was said in Kansas j 
that promoters were selling stock of I 
companies in which even the “ blue 
sky” was capitalized, 
in an effort i 
to stop this sale 
of 
promiscuous j 
stock, a law, called the "blue sky” 
law was passed, providing for the 
supervision of all stock shares of 
corporations sold within the state. 
Minnesota will likely have such an 
act before the legislature adjourns 
in tile spring, 
m e governor will 
recommend it in his message.An act. 
indorsed by the National Association 
of Insurance commissioners will lie 
presented to the Minnesota legisla­ 
ture, just as it will be presented to 
the legislatures of every state in the 
union that meet this winter. 
The 
new act was prepared by J. A. O. 
Preus, Minnesota's insurance com­ 
missioner, and H. L. Ekern, insurance 
commissioner of 
Wisconsin. 
It 
is 
thought th at this new law will prove 
to be much more effective than the 
Kansas law which set the precedent 
for acts of this kind. 
This act would make every corpor­ 
ation that 
purposes selling shares 
first secure a license from state a u ­ 
thorities. 
This would apply to for­ 
eign as well as to local corporations. 
The proper state authorities would 
have Hie power of issuing tile license. 
For example, the Insurance commis­ 
sioners would have the power to is­ 
sue licenses to all companies doing 
an insurance business. 
All ether cor­ 
porations would 
receive 
their li­ 
censes from the superintendent of 
banks. 
Under this law the 
corporation 
would be obliged to submit a com­ 
plete statement of its conditions. The 
form for this is provided in the bill. 
The cost of promotions is one of 
the items th a t would have to be 
stated. 
If the corporation exceeds 
its “ promotion cost” it would lose its 
license to sell stock in the state. 
Exhaustive examinations 
of the 
corporations are to be provided for. 
“ We expect that a “ blue sky” law 
will pass at this session,” said Mr. 
Preus. 
‘Senator Earl 
Wallace will 
present the bill.

"There is no doubt ut all.” he said, 
"ti: it tids is the most Important dis 
co very concerning ancient man ever 
made in England. It is one of the three 
most important discoveries of the sort 
ever made In the world. 
The other 
two were the discovery of the individ­ 
ual kuown as Pithecanthropus, made 
in Java in 1H'.*2 by Professor Eugene 
Dubois. 
The other, which equals it in 
instructiveness and Importance, is the 
skull discovered at Heidelberg six years 
ago. 
"The Heidelberg skull is the l>est 
dated one, for it was found a t a depth 
of eighty feet In n formation acknow! 
edged by every* one to tiffing to the be­ 
ginning of the pleistocene |**riod. which 
immediately preceded the great lee age. 
Brain Was Primitive. 
"Regarding the nature of the new 
disco very in sire* of brain, it is a t least 
equal to tin* brains of many Individ 
uals in living races, but the character 
of tin* brain is extremely primitive. 
more so than in any living race. 
"Tile next thing to note is that the 
skull shows a great number of the 
charact eristics which we see iii modern 
luau, especially* with regard to the oc­ 
cipital region of the skull, the neck and 
ear passages and the Joint between 
mandible and skull, whereas in the 
Neanderthal man, who lived at a much 
Inter date than the Sussex woman (it 
Is most probably tne skull of u woman).

Mr. Dawson, in telling of the discov­ 
ery. said the fragments of the skull, 
like the fossils found with them, were 
deeply stained and impregnated with 
iron oxide. 
The same stratum al*) contained 
samples of eoliths «,r tile most primi 
tiro flint forms ascribed to human 
workmanship, which occur so plant! 
fully on the Kentish plateau, twenty 
milos north of the scene of the present 
discovery. 
These Included two highly 
worked flints of a type known as chel 
lean, hut they are fawn color*I. while 
tho other* flints were deeply stained 
like the fossil bones found with them.

Steele tells of the 
Mohocks, one of whose pastimes was 
to ‘inclose women iii casks and roil 
them down t h e s tre e t" 
Iii 1712 a roy 
sd proclamation was issued offering a 
reward of HOO for the apprehension ut 
any Mohock. 
Soon after the accession of George 
I \ . to the throne iii 1820 there was a 
recrudescence, 
though 
in

milder 
form, of Mohock rowdyism, and at­ 
tacks on the watch—“boxing the Char­ 
lies," as die phrase went—once more 
became fashionable among the wilder 
spirits of London. 
These revelries, 
however, were rudely disturbed by the 
establishment in 1829 by Sir Robert 
Feel of an efficient Imh1>* of police.

ROOF GARDENS FOR FIREMEN. 


Novel 
Scheme 
Devised 
to 
Improve 
Health of Men. 
Fire fighters are to have roof gardens 
for physical exercise, health and com­ 
fort. an attraction that will lighten 
their long hours of duty and confine­ 
ment when not actually engaged In 
fighting fires, and fifteen of these gar­ 
dens .'ire now being built on the roofs 
of the new buildings under construc­ 
tion in the five boroughs of New York. 
Realizing the monotony of existence 
in the average truck and engiue house, 
where tin* men are confined to close 
quarters twenty-four hours daily when 
not actually engaged in fighting fires. 
Fire Commissioner Johnson 
decided 
that anything which would relieve this 
condition and contribute to the amuse­ 
ment. health and comfort of the men 
would la* ii good investment and mean 
more efficient service to the city. 
Fifteen of the forty-five new' houses 
started during the year as additions 
to the department iii the five boroughs 
will In* equipped with roof gardens.
